The only items I would suggest adding all pertain to Figures^ 10& J JL of the (I 
attached document. For instance: ~ 

1) In the sections 0002 to 0 008, there a re no embodiments which allow for 
manually jump-starting th^^Handsha ke^grocess^. Should there be an 0008.5 which 
states onaembodiment would permit tRe useT of a first vehicle to ente ^a fcnown 
vehiculaQPjpf a second vehicle to establish a eHandshake sans filtering? 

2) Should Figures 10 & 11 be added to the document — I don't believe they were 
originally included? 
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Also, I should mention that Figure 8 changed slightly since the original document, 
but it only clarifies how to deal with channel monitoring/switching in the event of 
one set of RF equipment in order to affirm the priority of safety-related systems 
within the DSRC objectives. Your document, however, does cover some of this 
discussion already so it probably is not necessary to update and/or clarify further. 
Your call. 

In addition, Figures 12, 13 & 14 were added to explain why to include road 
segment data, how that data will likely be communicated, and how one 
embodiment could achieve the same eHandshake using only the vector 
information (i.e.. sans road segment information). Once again, however, these 
figures would only support discussion already included in your document and, 
therefore, might be superfluous. Again, I leave that up to you.
